t faint reddifti Colour with Powder of Galls (as the Vi- 
triolic Waters oiTmhridge^ Afirep, and divers others do^ 
and as you fee it has in fome Meafure done in the Ex- 
ample here before you) it not only led me to believe 
that thefe Waters, fome of them, might as well iflue from 
Slit as an Iron Oar j unkfi it fliould appear, that this 
fort of Slat were an Iron Oar too, which put me upon
